Augusta admits women for 
first time in ciub’s history

The Augusta National Golf Club, home of 
The Masters golf tournament, on Monday 
said it has admitted two women as mem- 
bers for the first time: former Secretary of 
State Condoleezza Rice and financier Darla 
Moore. 

The storied Georgia club’s previous status 
as male-only has created controversy, includ- 
ing ahead of this year’s tournament when 
President Obama weighed in on the matter, 
saying through a spokesman that he believed 
women should be admitted. 

“This is a joyous occasion as we enthusias- 
tically welcome Secretary Condoleezza Rice 
and Darla Moore as members of Augusta Na- 
tional Golf Club,” club President BiUy Payne 


said in a statement. 

Payne, who has refused in the past to speak 
publicly about membership matters, did not 
directly address the gender bar issue in his 
statement, saying only that it was a “signifi- 
cant and positive time” for the club and that 
Rice and Moore were subjected to the same 
review as other candidates. 

“Consideration with regard to any candi- 
date is deliberate, held in strict confidence 
and always takes place over an extended pe- 
riod of time,” Payne said. “The process for 
Condoleezza and Darla was no different.” 

“I have visited Augusta National on several 
occasions and look forward to playing golf, 
renewing friendships and forming new ones 
through this very special opportunity” Rice 
said in a statement. 

“I have long admired the important role 
Augusta National has played in the traditions 
and history of golf,” she said. “I also have an 


immense respect for the Masters Tournament 
and its commitment to grow the game of golf, 
particularly with youth, here in the United 
States and throughout the world.” 

Augusta National’s membership policy has 
been an issue for years, but it took on added 
significance after Ginni Rometty became 
chief executive officer of IBM Corp. in Janu- 


ary 

IBM, the world’s largest technology ser- 
vices company is a longstanding sponsor of 
the Masters, the first of the four “major” golf 
tournaments of the year, and its past four 
CEOs were granted membership to Augusta 
National. Rometty was not included in Mon- 
day’s announcement of new members.

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Harnessing the digital power of social media superstars? 

It’s an easy sell for marketers out for some Windy City chatter

Welcome to the new word of mouth. 

Chevrolet is putting 300 of Chicago’s most active tweeters, bloggers and Facebook 
posters behind the wheel of its Volt electric car in an innovative and calculated bid to 
generate viral buzz. 

The three-day test drives are taking place in six cities across the U.S. through October. 
To date, there have been 29,000 tweets, comments, likes and the like, 187 million true 
impressions and two cars sold. Such is the brave new world of social media marketing. 

While success is difficult to measure, Chevrolet and Kraft are among the major mar- 
keters courting Chicago’s Twitterati this summer. The promotions are a departure from 
traditional advertising, but the companies are gaining traction in their efforts to create 
brand awareness where the 30-second TV commercial can’t go. 


“You’re starting to see the evolution of pure 
social media marketing,” said Daniel Honigman, 
director of digital strategy for LoSasso, a Chica- 
go-based integrated marketing agency. “Many 
marketers are now looking at {it] as a worthwhile 
investment because the costs are low, and that’s 
where many of your customers are going. They’re 
realizing that they have to be there to be rel- 
evant.” 

Out of the box marketing seems a natural fit 
for the Volt, a plug-in electric vehicle that runs 
35 miles on a fuU charge, backed by gas-powered 
engine that can go for another 344 miles. Rolled 
out on a limited basis in late 2010, the Volt has 
been available nationwide since late last year, and 
sells for about $32,500 after a $7,500 federal tax 
credit. This year, Chevrolet has sold about 11,000 
Volts through July 

Hoping to reach tech-sawy, green-leaning young 
urbanites— a key target for the Volt— Chevrolet 
turned to social media to help spread the word. 
Employing a fleet of 40 Volts, the automaker began 
offering free test drives this spring to social media 
mavens in L.A., San Francisco, Seattle and Denver. 
In July, the promotion hit Portland and Chicago. 

The concept was tested out in Chicago last sum- 
mer with 20 participants. 

More than 1,000 people are expected to use a 
Volt during the course of the promotion. Finding 
the socially well-connected drivers is the work of 
Klout, a San Francisco-based company that mea- 
sures a person’s online influence on a scale of i to 


DOES KLOUT 
REFLECT REAL 
WORLD 
INFLUENCE? 

Klout has millions of registered users, but 
scores hundreds of millions using an algorithm 
that processes 12 billion data points per day. 
Last week the company updated the formula 
to better reflect “real world” influence as well, 
mostly based on the size and scope of a per- 
son’s Wikipedia page. 


Klout makes its money through a perks pro- 
gram, with companies contracting to deHver free 
products to targeted users. More than 750,000 
perks have been delivered through some 400 cam- 
paigns since the program began in 2010, according 
to Lynn Fox, a spokeswoman for Klout. 

Fox declined to disclose revenue figures, but Ho- 
nigman pegged the promotional fee for marketers 
in the “tens of thousands” per campaign, based on 
the size, scope and duration. 

The cost of the Klout campaign is unlikely to 
make much of a dent in Chevrolet’s marketing 
budget. The company spent nearly $1.1 billion in 
measured media last year, according to Kantar Me- 
dia. 

“For a company Hke Chevrolet, it really is a drop 
in the bucket, when you compare it to TV and 
print and outdoor,” Honigman said.

Foodie: It’s not a 
shameless plug 


Northfield-based Kraft Foods engineered its own 
homegrown social media campaign this summer for 
Miracle Whip, ostensibly launched by a single tweet. 

In February local foodie Amanda Urban tweeted, 
“How can I become the official spokesmodel for 
Miracle Wbip?”That somehow caught the eye of Kraft 
executives, who set up a conference call with Urban to 
discuss her dream job. Fairly well-known in Chicago’s 
upscale restaurant circles. Urban confessed to a lifetime 
love affair with Miracle Whip, and a year-long string of 
light-hearted tweets about the mayonnaise alternative 
she had shared with some of the city’s culinary elite. 
Among those tweets was Urban’s suggestion to create a 
Miracle Whip food truck, and a quirky one-off promo- 
tion was born. 

Enlisting Urban’s connections, three of Chicago’s 
top chefs— Heather Terhune, Andrew Brochu and 
Dave Beran— agreed to whip up creations using the 
spread for a Miracle Whip food truck, which made the 
rounds in Chicago during the last week of July, dishing 
out everything from fried green tomato-pork belly 
BLTs to ratatouHe with Miracle Whipped ricotta. 

The entire promotion was driven through Miracle 
Whip’s 184,000 Facebook fans, more than 18,500 
Twitter followers and Urban’s modest but influential 
network of fellow foodies. Urban received undisclosed 
compensation from Kraft for both the idea and her 
promotional efforts. 

Urban’s Twitter following actually declined at the 
outset of the promotion, apparently backlash for what 
was perceived by some as a social media sellout. 

“I actually had a number of people unfol- 
low me because of the tweets,” said Urban, 

29. “One of the tweets that I got back from 
somebody was ‘shameless plug.’ It’s really not 
a shameless plug because this is who I am, 
there is where I came from, this is some- 
thing that I grew up on.” tribune

While the Miracle Whip creations 
were handed out on a first-come ba- 
sis, the Volt perk was offered some- 
what more selectively Registered 
users within 45 miles of the target 
markets who had Klout scores of 40 
or above, and infiuence in technol- 
ogy and green issues, formed the 
basic car pool, according to GM 
spokeswoman Michelle Malcho. 

Recipients are under no obliga- 
tion to tweet, post or promote the 
car, but not surprisingly most of the 
social media users haven’t been able 
to resist. 

“These people, because they’re 
very socially savvy and that’s how 
they communicate, they’re creating 
content based on their loan,” Mal- 
cho said. “I just watched a rap song 
from somebody who had created 
one in L.A.” 

Jennifer Beese, 28, of Chicago, a 
social media blogger with a robust 
Klout score of 59, test-drove the 
Volt last month, an experience she 
shared with friends, family and 
followers through blog posts and 
copious tweets. 

“I did a lot of tweeting,” Beese 
said. “I took a lot of pictures with 
Instagram and I wrote a blog post 
about it on my personal blog. I 
didn’t go too far out of my way to 
promote it— I just shared my excite- 
ment.” TRIBUNE

D WASHINGTON Senior Republicans dis- 
tanced themselves Monday from Mis- 
souri Senate candidate Todd Akin’s comments 
about rape, which put an unwelcome focus on 
divisive social issues just a week before the par- 
ty gathers for its national convention. 

The remarks cast doubt on what had seemed 
a likely victory for Akin, a Missouri congress- 
man seeking to unseat Democrat Senator 
Claire McCaskill in the Nov 6 election and cap- 
turing one of the four seats Republicans need to 
win a majority in the Senate. 

Akin said in a TV interview Sunday that 
women have biological defenses to prevent 
pregnancy in cases of “legitimate rape,” making 
legal abortion rights unnecessary 

Sharp rebuttals from members of his own 


party raised questions about whether Akin 
would drop out of the Missouri race. Demo- 
crats, meanwhile, seized on Akin’s comment 
to underscore their election-year position that 
Republicans— who polls show generally trail 
Democrats among female voters— are waging a 
“war on women.” 

Republican presidential challenger Mitt 
Romney blasted Akin’s comments. 

“Congressman Akin’s comments on rape 
are insulting, inexcusable and, frankly, wrong,” 
Romney said Monday “Like millions of other 
Americans, we found them to be offensive.” 

President Obama in a news conference Mon- 
day called Akin’s remarks “offensive,” saying 
politicians should not be making healthcare 
decisions on behalf of women.
